San Diego ORV area 


After the failure of the Sycamore 
Canyon ОКУ park project in San 
Diego, California, many thought that 
was the end. The San Diego Off- 
Road Coalition didn't even stop there. 
Their new project is in the early 
phases but looks pretty good thus far. 
'This project is in the Otay Mesa area, 
on the U.S./Mexico border. Prelimi- 
nary plans call for development of 
the 1000-acre site, if all required stu- 
dies are positive, as a State Vehicular 
Recreation area. 

The park would have some inter- 
esting neighbors, because plans are 
underway for a major motorsports 
facility on the western boundary, a 
new state prison on the northwestern 
side, BLM land on the east and the 
Mexican border on the south. The 
site is a couple of miles east of the 
new border crossing and new road 
improvement in the area is almost 
completed. The park is within ear 
and eye shot of the Tijuana Interna- 
попа! Airport and Brown Field on 
this side of the border. 

Preliminary planning maps call 
for industrial development to occur 

in this area but not for at least twenty 





years. Some opposition has surfaced, 
as usual, but the Coalition expects 
that most can be overcome. Interest- 
ingly enough, the U.S. Border Patrol 
has come out in opposition to this 
development. In listing their con- 
cerns they cited: an increased flow of 
illegal aliens through the facility, use 
of off-road vehicles to transport aliens 
within the facility, and concerns over 
aliens’ safety while on foot in the 
park. 

The San Diego Off-Road Coali- 
tion has contacted Congressman 
Duncan Hunter's district office to set 
up a meeting to discuss what can be 
done to ease the Border Patrol’s con- 
cerns. A time schedule has not been 
set yet but negotiations are now un- 
derway between the County of San 
Diego and the State Off-Highway 
Motor Vehicle Recreation Division. 

The San Diego Off-Road Coali- 
tion cautions San Diego's dirt riders 
that no OHV project is written in 
stone. There is still a lot of work to be 
done anda lot of support is needed. If 
you would like to help out, contact 
the coalition — you might want to

Lawson denounces Daytona 
Superbike 200; Yamaha, 


Suzuki, Kawasaki won't enter

ONTARIO; CA, AUG. 24 

World Champion Eddie Lawson has denounced Daytona's plan to 
relegate Formula One to side-show status and to feature a 200-mile 
Superbike race in 1985, and representatives of Yamaha, Suzuki and 
Kawasaki have said their companies won't enter the event. 

“They turned the largest motorcycle race in the world into the 
smallest,” said Lawson, himself а two-time Superbike Champion. 
“They needed to go 500cc for F-1, even if they didn't have very many 
bikes at first, and letit build back up. The initial cost of buying a 50015 
very, very expensive, but what do they think it costs to run a four- 
stroke? The factories will put the development into the four-strokes 
and the privateers won't be able to keep up. There's gonna be a bigger 
gap than with the two-strokes. The privateer just won't be able to 
compete. 

“1 was always a big deal for me to go to Daytona,'' said Lawson. 
“и was my dream to win Daytona. | was really looking forward to 
Daytona. | asked Yamaha if we could develop the bike, go tire testing 
early. Now don't care if | never see Daytona again. I'm tired of racing 
in oil (dropped by four-strokes). When you hit oil and get sideways on 
the banking, it's no fun. 

"ИЕ Bill France wants us to race stock cars, maybe we can glue door 
handles on our fairings,” Lawson said. “1 get mad just talking about 
it.” 

Іп related news, informed sources inside the company said that 
Kawasaki Motors Corp. U.S.A. will not return to Superbike racing in 
1985. The company — which pulled out due to financial troubles 
after winning the 1981, 1982 and 1983 titles — may return to 
Superbike racing in 1986, but it’s not known if the effort will be 
in-house or take the form of support for a privateer effort. 

Sources at U.S. Suzuki Motor Corp. said that the company will not 
mount a Superbike racing effort next year. 

And according to Racing Manager Ken Clark, Yamaha Motors 
Corp. U.S. will not build a Superbike for the Daytona Superbike 200 
and will not enter the supporting F-1 race at Daytona. 

“I’m going to try and do Mid-Ohio,” said Lawson of the AMA 


` Camel Pro Series Formula One race scheduled for September 30 at 


Mid-Ohio Raceway. “1175 not for certain but I’m gonna try to do it if | 
сап get a bike from Yamaha. | want to try to build up the sport, since | 
won't be racing at Daytona. 

“That’s gonna be areal exciting race,” said Lawson of the Daytona 
Superbike 200, “being an all-Honda field. I'll take (bet on) Freddie 
(Spencer) by an hour and 20 minutes.”

When is oil too hot? 


How hot is too hot for éngine 
oil? The question comes up 
because there's a magazine out 
on the stands this month carry- 
ing the opinion that oil temperatures 
of 250 to 260? F are too high for 
petroleum-based oils, and that oil 
temperatures exceeding 300? F are 
too high for any type of oil. 

How hot an engine's oil will get is 
determined by how much rpm is 
turned: increase rpm for any given 
road speed and oil temperature will 
increase. 

But 300? F in the sump doesn't 
mean it's time to panic and pull off 
the road. The American Petroleum 
Institute (API) tests for SF-rated oil-- 
the kind you should use in your motor- 
cycle--include 64 hours of running in 


а 350 cubic-inch Oldsmobile V-8 at _ 


300° Е sump temperatures. To pass 
the SF rating test, an oil must prove 
its ability to resist oxidation and pre- 
vent wear for the duration of the test. 

And tests conducted by OEM engi- 
neers confirm that 300? F isn't an 
unusually-high sump temperature for 
hard use. In one test, Honda engi- 
neers concluded--after monitoring 
sump temperatures and conducting a 
post-test engine teardown--that peak 
oil sump temperatures of 284? to 338? 
will not cause problems. 

Yamaha engineers view peak oil 
sump temperatures of 302? to 311° Е 
as normal, following the same sort of 
tests. 

Kawasaki's similar testing led to 
the conclusion that peak oil sump 
temperatures of 3009 to 325? Е would 
not cause problems. 

Suzuki ran bikes at top speed, saw 
constant oil sump temperatures of 
3209 Е, and found no problems upon 
engine teardown. 

All the OEM testing involved 
petroleum-based oil. 

Closer to home, I've been doing a 
bit of endurance road racing the last 
four years. For three of the four, the 
team I ride for was sponsored by a big 
oil company. How big? Big enough 
to sell 800 million gallons of one type 
of engine lubricating oil alone in 
1982; big enough to have a huge 
research and test facility staffed by 
full-time scientists who spend all 
their time evaluating oil formula- 
tions and use and their effects on 
engine wear and reliability. 

I learned a few things, working 
with those guys. For three years, 
every time the endurance team ran a 
motorcycle, an oil sample was sucked 
up out of the sump with a huge 
hypodermic and shipped off to the 
research men. Often a company field 
technician accompanied us to test 
sessions and instrumented the motor- 
cycle with trick gauges and probes. 
"Temperature probes were imbedded 
in engine parts, and the engines run 
on the dyno; after a teardown, a look 
at the color of the imbedded probe 


revealed how hot the individual 


engine parts got. Used parts were 
examined under electron scanning 
microscopes. 
These guys were serious, and they 
knew what they were talking about. 
More than that, after our testing, 
they weren't worried about their

Indy Mile 
thrillers to 
Scott, Graham

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, AUG. 25-26 


The cumulative margin of victory for Satur- 
day night's Indy Mile winner, Hank Scott, 
and Ricky Graham, Sunday's victor in the 
National doubleheader, was no more than 


one bikelength. Scott led only 
one lap in the cool of Saturday 
evening, but it was the 25th 
and final one. At the finish line, 
Bubba Shobert, the leader for the first 
24 laps, was inches shy of victory. 
Terry Poovey rounded out the top 
three in that victory celebration. 

Sunday's drama saw Scott again in 
a pivotal role as Graham won by less 
than a bikelength and second place, 
а too-close-to-call seemingly dead- 
heat finish by Shobert and Scott, 
went in Shobert's favor after a confer- 
ence of AMA officials and scorers. 

'The only disappointing factor in 
the National doubleheader at the 
Indiana State Fairgrounds was that 
more spectators weren't in the grand- 
stands to witness the show. The stands 
appeared only half full Saturday and 
less than that on Sunday. 

Honda's Graham headed into Indy 
with a one-point lead in the Camel 
Pro standings over Harley-Davidson 
factory rider Randy Goss and left 
eight points up, 227 to 219, via his 9-1 
finishes over Goss' 5-6. Shobert, 
Graham's Honda teammate, didn't 
gain any positions in the standings, 
E) vA) Ере tha thet , 
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but did considerably narrow the gap 
between himself and fifth place Гей 
Boody. Scott made the biggest move, 
jumping from 17th to 10th in the 
standings on his Sisemore/KK Motor- 
cycle Supply/Dicky/Branch-spon- 
sored XR750. 

Notably absent from the action 
was former three-time Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen, who was 
set to make his return to racing at 
Indy after battling his recurring 
stomach problems since early May. A 
discussion on Friday, August 24, 
among Harley-Davidson’s Clyde 
Denzer, Springsteen and Springsteen’s 
doctor left Springsteen at home await- 
ing the OK to run at Syracuse on 
September 9. 

Mike Kidd, the 1981 National Cham- 
pion who retired at the end of last 
season, came out of retirement — at 
least for Indy. He made Saturday 
night's National before bike prob- 
lems sidelined him. The problems 
returned on Sunday and he didn't 
make the National. 

Tire wear, in theracing leading up 
to both Nationals, was closely moni- 
tored by both AMA officials and a tire 
engineer from Carlisle, No problems

surfaced and neither National was 
shortened from the normal 25-lap 
distance. 

Saturday 

Time trials 

Steve Eklund pushed his Gardner/ 
Arai-sponsored Harley to a 37.076 
second clocking. Eklund, accustomed 
to the string of bad luck he has been 
having recently, was a bit surprised, 
but the Honda camp was more so 
since the miles, with the exception of 
San Jose, have been the domain of the 
Japanese brand this year. Graham 
followed Eklund on the time sheet 
with a 37.208 one-lap run with Sho- 
bert, Doug Chandler and Rod Farris, 
on the Cycle Experts/Gary Nixon- 
sponsored Harley XR in fifth. 

Kidd showed his Kenny Tolbert- 
built and tuned, Phil Duvall-owned 
Harley had power by qualifying 11th. 
The 48th and last spot in the National 
program of the 77 riders attempting 
to qualify went to rookie Bob Land. 


Heats 

Track grooming prior to the start 
of practice plus a large rider turnout 
in both the Expert and Junior ranks 
drug out the preliminaries to а 10:10 
p.m. heat race starting time from the 
scheduled 8 p.m. kick-off. Once run- 
ning, however, the program was 
nearly non-stop and the action was 
worth waiting for. Eklund, Farris 
and Harley's Goss bunched up early 
on the start of heat one before Eklund 
began to pull away and was never 
headed to the finish. Scott Pearson 
hounded Goss through the early laps 
from fourth, until Goss broke away 
and began a move on Farris which 
saw him take second in turn one viaa 
late-braking pass on lap seven. Farris 
tried, but couldn't take second back 
and the first three of 17 riders slots in 
the National were filled. 

Eklund was so elated at winning 
he thrust his fist into the air as he 
took the checkered flag a good dis- 
tance ahead of Goss and Farris. 

The second heat saw up to seven 
riders in a draft and pass affair that 
produced the most exciting racing of 
the night. It wasn't uncommon to see 
the sixth or seventh place rider off 
turn one in first or second as the pack 
did a dazzling scramble to set their 
order in turn three. 

Graham led the first five laps while 
Ted Boody was there on lap six with 
Scott Parker leading on lap eight. 
The shuffle behind the ever-changing 
order also included Dan Ingram, 
Lance Jones and Rich Arnaiz. 

In the final two laps the lead pack 
dropped to four with Graham, Parker, 
Boody and Jones battling as Ingram 
sought to catch back up. Graham led 
off turn four as the four headed to the 
checkered flag with the others using 
his draft and then making separate 


moves. Parker went to the outside of 


í 





Graham on the grandstand side while 
Boody made up the other side of the 
sandwich and Jones sought an open- 
ing between Graham and Boody. 
Parker won by a foot over Graham 
with Boody another foot behind and 
Jones no more than one bikelength 
off the pace and headed to the semi. 

Shobert and Hank Scott set up a 
two-rider duel for the lead in heat 
three that ran the full 10 laps. Pete 
Hames, Steve Morehead and Kidd 
trailed in a battle for third. Shobert 
held the edge on Scott through the 
first five laps. Scott then began mov- 
ing by in turns three/four with an 
obviously better line, but continually 
lost in the drag race from turn four to 
the start/finish line. Scott tried the 
same maneuver off turn two, hoping 
to get away from Shobert on the back 
stretch and was gobbled up on top- 
end speed. Scott led off turn four on 
the final lap, but was two feet too late 
where it counted and the win went to 
Shobert. 

The battle for third came down to 
Hames and Morehead in the last half 
of the race with Morehead drafting 
past Hames just before the flag at the 
finish to steal third. It was the fastest 
heat of the four, earning Shobert the 
pole for the National. 

Doug Chandler, Terry Poovey and 
Jon Cornwell were joined by Peter 
Hook, Alex Jorgensen and Dave Hebb 
in a six-rider high-speed tussle at the 
front of heat four. The positions were 
in a constant state of motion until 
Cornwell and his bike cartwheeled 
into the fence outside turn three on 
lap five, a very short distance from 
the downed Randy Texter. The race 
was red-flagged and Cornwell went 
to the hospital to be checked over. He 
was only bruised and battered. 

Chandler led the single file restart 
and held the lead to the checkered 
flag while Poovey, Jorgensen and 
Hook swarmed like hungry sharks 
behind. Poovey took second with 
Jorgensen third, and less than one 
bike length separated the three. 


Semis 

Only the top two finishers in each 
of the two semis would transfer to the 
National and Lance Jones wanted to 
be one of those from semi one. Jones, 
on the Floyd Tapp-sponsored Harley 
XR, emerged from a snarling four 
rider pack on lap four and slowly 
inched away to a comfortable lead by 
the finish. Itappeared that Tom Mait- 
land had the edge on second in the 
closing laps until Mike Garrison was 
able to break away from his fight 
with Scott Pearson on the last lap and 
moved into third. Garrison blasted 
off turn two and hauled in Maitland 
for second as they headed into turn 
three. Garrison was able to make it 
stick and headed to the National with 
his second place finish behind Jones.

said self-sponsored Garrison: after- 
ward, “but Iknew I couldn't wait any 
longer so I gave it all I had." 

Hames put his Walters Brothers 
Harley-Davidson XR out front for all 
10 laps to win semi two, but wasn't 
safe until the final lap. Bryan Hardin 
and Kidd swapped second ahead of 
Hook before Hook lost their draft. 
Kidd got by Hardin for good on lap 
eight and held off the repeated chal- 
lenges of the second year Expert to 
the flag for a spot in the National in 
his first Camel Pro ride of any kind in 
nearly 11 months. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Maitland, on an XR with close ties 
to the Tex Peel Racing stable, didn't 
waste any time in establishing a lead 
in the LCQ. He led from start to fin- 
ish after breaking away from the 
Ingram/Pearson/ Май Rozowicz duel 
behind him. Maitland took the final 
slot in the 17 rider National grid. 


National 

The preliminaries had taken less 
than two hours to run, thanks to 
cooperation by the riders with referee 
Duke Olliges and his crew. The cool 
evening and an only moderately 
abrasive surface appeared to pose no 
tire problems and the National re- 
mained at 25 laps. 

The strategy of most if not all rid- 
ers was simple: Get a good start, stay 
with the front-running pack, use the 
draft to gain ground and try not to be 
left behind. It was easier said than 
done. 

Jones' night ended before it started 
аз he went on the two minute clock to 
repair an undisclosed problem and 
ran out of time before his crew could 
complete repairs. He stood by and 
watched the National run without 
him. 

Shobert had been one of the riders 
on the6/6/5 grid who wanted a good 
start and when he got it, decided to 
run with the ball and see who could 
catch him. Graham, Morehead, Scott, 
Eklund, Poovey, Chandler and Mait- 
land tucked in behind in a constantly 
changing group with the rest of the 
field behind. Shobert didn't wait 
around and broke away to a 30 bike 
length lead by lap four. Parker moved 
into the six rider battle for second to 
make it seven masters in a high speed 
ballet. 

On the sixth lap, Scott drafted past 
Graham and Morehead into second 
as the three charged into turn three. 
Eklund, Poovey, Goss and Parker 
were still right there, and Boody and 
Hames were on the move. 

Kidd was in the pits with an engine 
problem. “It'll probably take all night 
to repair it if it's really a major prob- 
lem," said tuner/builder Kenny Tol- 
bert. “Ме' do everything possible to 
get it ready for tomorrow.” 

Shobert continued his hold on the 
lead as,the field completed lap 10, but 

` Scott was inching his way up from 





second and closing the gap. Mean- 
while, Graham, Morehead and Ek- 
Шшпа were debating third a distance 
back and ahead of Poovey, Parker 
and Goss. Boody led the Hames/Mait- 
land/Chandler/Farris/ Jorgensen 
pack with Garrison off the pace with 
a sour engine. Chandler was also off- 
pace and said after the race his engine 
wasn'trunning right from lap two on. 


Although losing some ground to 
Scott, Shobert appeared to be in total 
command on lap 15. The battle for 
third featured Parker, Poovey, More- 
head, Graham and Eklund. Goss and 
Boody crept closer. 

Тіге wear now began to play a fac- 
tor as the riders who had tried to save 
their tires for the last 10 laps or were 
easier on their rubber than others — 
like Parker — began to push harder. 
Scott and Shobert were side-by-side at 
the start-finish line at the end of lap 
16 with an edge to Scott until Shobert's 
horsepower took over a short dis- 
tance later. Eklund led Graham and 
Morehead at this point, but then he 
slipped back. 

On lap 20, the Bubba and Hank or 
Hank and Bubba show up front was 
vying for spectator attention with the 
Morehead/Graham/ Eklund/Parker/ 
Poovey/Goss/Boody fight nearly a 
straightaway behind. Both de- 
manded close attention to keep track 
of frequent position swapping. 

"The exhaust pipes broke back 
near the megaphones about lap 10,” 
said Scott afterward. “and I was fig- 
uring I should probably just hang in 
Bubba's draft and take whatever 
opportunities came since the engine 
began to lose power and I didn't have 
any steam on Bubba." 

Scott did exactly that, but kept the 
pressure оп Shobert by prodding, 
pushing, probing and passing every 
chance he got and relying on track 
savvy to make up for the power dif- 
ference. Graham still held the upper 
hand in the battle for third in the 
closing laps, but now had Parker and 
Poovey for close company as More- 
head, Goss, Boody and Eklund tailed. 

The final lap would prove dra- 
matic. Scott led off turn four to the 
white flag with Shobert swooping 
past for the lead as the two headed 
into turn one. Scott hung in Shobert's 
draft down the backstretch and moved 
into the lead as they went into turn 
three, gaining ground as he powered 
through turn four and molded him- 
self onto the gas tank with the throt- 
tle pegged for the inevitable race to 
the flag. 

"Hank got a couple more lengths 
on me than I wanted him to as we 
raced through turns three and four," 
said Shobert. “When we came off 
turn four I told myself it was going to 
be a long ride to the finish." 

Shobert was right. Scott, by a mar- 
gin of inches, reached the finish line 
first for the win. 

. The drama wasn't.over. Graham's 
engine went sour exiting turn two 








and he helplessly watched as a prob- 
able third became a slowing ninth. 
Poovey immediately seized the ad- 
vantage and held off Parker at the 
finish for third. Goss edged Boody, 
Morehead and Eklund for fifth. 


Junior National 


Due to the program's late start, the 
Juniors were held until after the 
complete Expert National program 
had been run. It was nearly | a.m. 
when their National gridded, but the 
wait hadn't cooled the enthusiasm of 
the riders. 

Chris Carr led the first of the 12 
laps in the final with Don Estep, 
Roger Thompson and Brad Furlong 
in a pack behind. Thompson took 
over the lead on lap two and held it 
until halfway through lap four when 
a bobble cost him three spots. George 
Roeder also moved into the action. 

Estep and Carr swapped the lead 
up to lap eight as Furlong, after slip- 
ping back to fifth at one time, worked 
his way back to within striking dis- 
tance and then made the run for the 
win a three-way one. 

Carr led the start of the final lap 
with Furlong taking the lead on a 
draft and pass move into turn three. 
Furlong led off turn four, but Carr, 
with Estep in tow, drafted past and 
Can-Am mounted Furlong found 
himself third at the checkered flag. 

"I'm still learning," said Furlong 
afterward. "I shouldn't have led when 
I did, but I didn't have much choice. 
When we got on the front straight I 
knew I couldn't hold them off to the 
finish." Furlong receives sponsorship 
from Marlin and Roy Hart plus 
Murdoch, Inc. in Centralia, Illinois, 
and Neil Keen's Performance Acces- 
sories. 

Carr collected his sixth straight 
Junior National win by less than a 
bikelength over Estep and both Team 
Wood-Rotax riders were jovial in 
winner's circle with Estep vowing to 
turn the tables on Carr. 


Sunday 
Time trials 

A majority of the 78 Experts from 
Saturday's program were on hand for 
Sunday. Only those with engines 
beyond repair or other mechanical 
problems which couldn't be fixed 
didn't make it. A lot of midnight oil 
was burned with major overhauling 
of bikes going on in Honda's facility 
where sleep was a scarce commodity. 
The Harley factory crew put in a 
good amount of hours as did all of 
the top non-factory teams. 

Shobert took the top spot in quali- 
fying with a 35.556 second lap, close, 
but not close enough to break Hank 
Scott's 1980 record of 35.283. Eklund 
came within a heartbeat of having 
fast time in both ends of the double- 
header. He was second fastest with 


, Jergensen, , Chandler and, Parker 


rounding out the top five. 





Heats 

Shobert wasted little time estab- 
lishing himself as one of the favorites 
to win the National with a strong 
ride to the win in heat one. Parker 
had company in the early laps from 
Peter Hook, on the Hal's H-D/ Justice 
Brothers/Neil Winston Racing-spon- 
sored XR, before breaking away to 
close on Shobert in the final laps. As 
Shobert was taking the checkered 
flag, Parker was coasting toward the 
finish line after “something broke in 
the engine.” 

The Hook/Mike Garrison/Don 
Howard battle for third which began 
in earnest in the closing laps, devel- 
oped into one for second and third 
upon Parker's misfortune. Garrison, 
third going into the final lap, picked 
off Howard in turn one and Hook in 
turn three to finish second with Hook 
taking third. Both Garrison and Hook 
advanced to the National. 

Lance Jones and Hank Scott 
brought the crowd to their feet with a 
rousing finish in heat two. Scott, 
after a slow start, gobbled up ground 
on the tight Jones/Steve Eklund/ 
Randy Goss battle for the lead and 
made it into a four rider one on the 
eighth lap. Through the first six laps 
the top three had swapped the lead at 
will with Goss or Jones usually ahead 
at the start/finish line. Scott method- 
ically probed for an opening in the 
front three and sliced through to the 
lead with a draft and pass move into 
turn three on the final lap. Scott led 
off turn four, but Jones used his draft 
to nip him at the flag. Meanwhile, 
Goss was doing the same to Eklund 
for third and the last ticket. 

Alex Jorgensen, on the R&B 
Harley-Davidson/Storz XR, made life 
hard for Ricky Graham in the third 
heat. The two were seldom more than 
10 bikelengths apart over the entire 
10 laps in a battle for the lead. The 
battle for third involved Ted Boody, 
Steve Morehead and Tom Maitland 
with it breaking into a Boody/More- 
head tussle in the final laps. Jor- 
gensen's pattern was to pressure 
Graham all over the track and usu- 
ally take the lead heading into turn 
three, only to lose it in the drag race 
off turn four. 

On the final lap, Jorgensen trailed 
Graham off turn four before pulling 
alongside and appearing to have the 
momentum to pull off the win. Gra- 
ham moved over a bit and Jorgensen 
found himself in the grit alongside 
the groove which effectively slowed 
his drive. AMA officials cautioned 
Graham against “weaving.” Graham 
said he didn't know Jorgensen was 
there and that was his line of move- 
ment in the final laps; Jorgensen felt 
he lost the win because of being 
moved off the groove. 

Heat four was a Doug Chandler 
runaway with Chandler posting the 
fastest time of the four heats and

Electro West-sponsored Harley, kept 
Terry Poovey at bay until the begin- 
ning of lap five when Poovey went 
into second entering turn one. Poo- 
vey closed the gap somewhat on 
Chandler while pulling away from 
Brow and his wobbling bike. Brow 
was out of action Saturday night 
because of handling problems and 
changes before Sunday did not com- 
pletely cure the problem. The three 
cruised to the finish. 

The best battle of the heat wasn’t 
for a spot in the National, but for 
fourth as Rich Arnaiz edged Scott 
Pearson at the finish in a swapfest. 


Semis 

Gary Scott and Eklund engaged in 
a battle for the lead in semi one for 
the opening five laps before being 
joined by Parker. Parker had coasted 
across the finish line in his heat in the 
last transfer spot to the semis (ninth) 
and was back in action after an engine 
change. Parker picked off Eklund for 
second and then Scott before they 
repaid the favor. The scene was re- 
peated right to the finish with Parker 
coming out on top of Scott, leaving 
Eklund the man with the short end of 
the stick anda trip to the Last Chance 
Qualifier. Only the top two finishers 
transfer to the National. 


The second semi was red-flagged 
on the start of the fourth lap after 
Tom Maitland unloaded hard іп turn 
three, exploding the haybales. Mait- 
land was uninjured, but the same 
couldn't be said for his bike. He 
didn't make the complete restart. 

Morehead, Dave Hebb and Pear- 
son ran out front on the restart, then 
Morehead slowed dramatically on 
lap three and came around pointing 
to his front tire. He pulled in one lap 
later complaining of a problem with 
the tire — “hopping” — for which 
no cause could be found. 

Pearson and Hebb carried their 
duel for the lead through lap eight 
when Mike Hilley and Randy Texter 
bumped Hebb to fourth. Pearson 
took the win over Hilley. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


"We've hada problem with getting 
a tire/suspension combination to 
hook up," said Eklund's builder/ 
tuner Carl Patrick. “We changed the 
combination after time trials and 
apparently went in the wrong direc- 
tion." 

Eklund was spot on in the LCQ 
and led the entire distance to take the 
last starting spot in the 17 rider 
National field. There was furious 
activity in the Gardner Racing pits as 
work to ready Eklund's bike for the 
National started as soon as the wheels 
stopped rolling.

AMA's Wayne Moulton. “There's no 
need to reduce the distance of the 
National.” 

A flurry of activity commenced in 
the Honda pits just before the Na- 
tional was called to the grid with every- 
one concentrating ona problem with 
pole sitter Chandler's bike. “I asked 
Jerry (Griffith, Chandler's tuner) to 
start the bike for no real reason and 
when he tried it wouldn't run right,” 
said Chandler as he looked on. The 
problem was traced to a broken nee- 
dle jet in one carburetor, the same 
problem which slowed Graham's 
charge the night before. 

“If I'm up front on the start ГИ 
make everyone catch me," said Gra- 
ham before the National. “Гтп riding 
my twingle (alteration of the normal 
ignition firing order of his RS750 
twin to fire both cylinders at the same 
time like a single-cylinder) today,” 
said Graham. “The change seems to 
make the bike easier to ride because 
the power comes on smoother.” 

In the Harley pits, Goss and tuner 
Brent Thompson were going over his 
tire choice and decided on a slightly 
scuffed one rather than an unworn 
new one which most riders chose. 

“Tt was just lucky that I grabbed 
the spokes where I did to spin the 
wheel," said Parker's tuner Al Stang- 
ler. “Two spokes were broken off and 
if I hadn't grabbed them we would 
never have seen the problem." He 
replaced the rear wheel. 

"Im really jazzed to have made 
both Nationals," said Garrison as 
friend and neighbor Doug Overstreet 
tended to his bike. “I’m heading back 
home to California after this to get 
ready for San Jose. Going to Syracuse 
(September 9) would cut too much 
time out of my schedule." 

"T've had a problem all day,” said 
Hook. ''I can either gear the bike for 
top end or to come off the corners 
stronger. Either way I lose a Би so I'm 
not sure what ГИ do.” 

Hank Scott, relaxing with a soaked 
shop rag on his head to cut the sun 
and mid-80 degree temperature, was 
confident of his upcoming ride. “1 
did good last night and I don't see 
any reason to think I won't do good 
today,” said Scott. “Anyway, I've got 
a secret weapon. Lou (long time 
friend Louis Moniz) is helping me 
and that's worth a lot." 

"Throughout the first 10 laps of the 
National, Shobert, Graham and 
Chandler were doing their best to 
make it an all Honda show up front. 
The three quickly pulled away from 
the rest of the field and became 
embroiled in their own tussle for first 
with positions among the three 
changing constantly. 

Poovey and Goss were joined by 
Jorgensen in their battle for fourth 
with Parker, Hank Scott, Brow, Pear- 
son, Jones, Boody, Gary Scott and 
Eklund trailing i in the opening laps. 














Brow and then Jones parked their 
bikes with undisclosed problems 
while the battle for fourth lost Goss 
as Poovey was joined by Jorgensen in 
front of a Goss/Hank Scott/Parker 
fight for sixth. Pearson leda five rider 
р fighting for ninth. Eklund, with 

ragged sounding engine, was slowly 
circling the track. 

Hank Scott sliced his way to third 
by lap IO and set out, nearly а straight- 
away behind, to reel in the front 
three. “I wish I could have gotten free 
go to after them (Graham, Parker and 
Chandler) sooner," said Scott after- 
ward. 

Poovey continued in fifth ahead of 
Jorgensen with Parker dropping Goss 
to eighth and Boody moving in to 
pressure him for that position. Pear- 
son, Garrison, Gary Scott, Hook, 
Hilley and Eklund completed the 
field. 

Pearson coasted to a stop on lap 15 
near the haybales in turn one with an 
apparent ignition problem to end his 
day. 

Graham, Shobert and Chandler 
were having a good time out front, 
trading positions, tapping each other 
as they passed and giving the fans a 
show of drafting and passing. They 
were also slowing down a bit. 

Hank Scott was on the move. On 
lap 17 he closed on the three at the 
front and a loud cheer went up from 
the spectators. Scott stayed right on 
the rear tire of Chandler, in third, for 
four laps while putting pressure on 
at every chance. Poovey was also 
inching his way forward and away 
from the Goss/Boody/Jorgensen/ 
Parker battle for sixth. 

On lap 23, Chandler got a bit high 
in turn two, slid off the groove and 
Scott pounced on the opportunity to 
move in on Shobert and Graham. 
Chandler was quickly back in fourth. 

Shobert held the lead as the white 
flag came out with one lap to go. 
Graham grabbed the lead on the back 
straight as Scott tailed along and 
Shobert found himself in third. Gra- 
ham led off turn four with Shobert 
going to the grandstand side and 
Scott taking the outside (infield) layer 
of the sandwich. The checkered flag 
came out for Graham. Scott and Sho- 
bert had to wait a bit longer to find 
which — Shobert — would be second 
in their blanket finish. 

Chandler held off Poovey for fourth 
while Goss nipped Boody at the line 
for sixth. 

Shobert and Scott both "knew" 
they finished second regardless of 
what the officials said. Graham just 
smiled, there was no doubt about his 
victory. 

Junior National 
Sunday's race was nearly an instant 


replay of the Saturday night slugfest 
among Chris Carr, Don з= Poer 





and Estep swapped the lead in the 
opening six laps of the 12 lap Na- 
tional while Thompson and Furlong 
did the same with third. 

At the halfway flags, the four crossed 
the start/finish line side-by-side in a 
game of chicken to see who would 
back off first heading into turn one 
and the order read Carr, Thompson, 
Estep and Furlong as they came off 
turn two. Carr then pulled out the 
biggest lead of the race, about eight to 
10 bikelengths, before being reeled in 
by the other three and the four-rider 
battle was on again. 

The waving of the-white flag saw 
Carr, Thompson and Furlong side- 
by-side with Estep tucked in on Carr’s 
rear wheel as they headed into turn 
one. Carr led down the back straight 
with Thompson drafting by heading 
into turn three and pulling Furlong 
along with him. Furlong went down 
with Carr scooting high to avoid the 
accident. Thompson scooted to the 
win over Estep with Carr a distant 
third. 

Thompson was the center of an 
informal protest after the race with 
Carr and Estep alleging Thompson 
had been riding dangerously and had 
caused Furlong to crash. 

“I gota bad start and got fire in my 
eyes because I wanted to win,” said 
Thompson before the controversy 
erupted. .

I 
give Jeff Spencer a lot of credit for 
getting me back in shape for this гасе.” 

This first-ever Arenacross is very 
similar to Supercross racing, but the 
track is much shorter in length — 
about 30-second lap.times — and the 





layout is very compact; utilizing the 
infield of the stadium, unlike larger 
Supercross events. Arenacross consists 
of both 125cc and 250cc classes, using 
almost the same Supercross racing 
format. The top two riders during the 
qualifiers went directly to the main, 
while third- through seventh-place 
riders transferred to the semis, where 
only the winners transferred to the 
final. Theriders who finished second 
through sixth in the semis went to 
the Last Chance Qualifier. 


125cc qualifiers 

The first 125cc qualifier featured 
Glover on a box-stock YZ125. He 
didn't have much trouble grabbing 
the holeshot with it, while Yamaha- 
mounted Mark Filler, Honda rider 








Brian Manley and Kawasaki pilot 
Tim Aston pursued. Glover easily 
ran away as the eight-lap race pro- 
gressed. Manley had control of the 
number-two spot by the second lap, 
while Aston and Honda rider Guy 
Cooper chased Manley closely. 

The battle for second was tight and 
became even tighter when Kawasaki 
rider Taylor Marcel got in on the 
action. With one lap to go Aston fell, 
giving Cooper third; but during the 
final lap, Marcel passed Cooper. At 
the finish, it was Glover, Manley, 
Marcel and Cooper. 

Suzuki's Mark Barnett, on a stock 
RM125, was the favorite to win the 
second 125cc qualifier, and he quickly 
jumped to an early lead. Trying to 
keep Barnett in sight were Cagiva's 
Ron Turner, Honda-mounted Warren 
Lewis and Honda's Larry Brooks. 

As Barnett cruised way out in front, 
Brooks was the one to watch. During 
the first lap, Brooks jammed past 
Lewis and set after Turner. The very 
aggressive Honda rider then reeled in 
Turner and the two dueled for the 
next five laps. It wasn't until the final 
lap when Brooks made a move that 
stuck. Brooks dove inside Turner in a 
tight left turn and stuffed the Cagiva 
pilot. Barnett won the moto effort- 
lessly ahead of Brooks, Turner, Lewis 
and Billy Frank. 

Thethird qualifier was all Yamaha 
Support rider Mike Beier's. Beier stole 
the holeshot ahead of Russ Wage- 
man, on a loaned Kawasaki, Suzuki 
rider Doug O'Donnell and Yamaha 
rider Mark Decker. 

For the remainder of the race, the 
top four riders became fairly spread 
apart. They finished in the same 
order. 

Suzuki's Scott Burnworth captured 
the holeshot for the final 125cc quali- 


fier over Уатаћа пдег Rodney Smith, . 





Kawasaki's Bader Manneh and Suzu- 
ki-mounted Gary Denton. 

Smith stayed close to Burnworth 
until the second lap, when Smith got 
out of shape before the double jumps. 
Smith single jumped them which 
gave Burnworth enough of an edge to 
gain about four seconds on Smith, 
who enjoyed a safe advantage over a 
Manneh/ Denton duel for third. Den- 
ton passed Manneh during the second 
lap but was repassed four laps later. 
Burnworth won the moto ahead of 
Smith, Manneh, Denton and John 
Conney. 


250cc qualifiers 

Тһе first 250cc qualifier was one of 
the most exciting of the evening. 
Glover began with the holeshot over 
Honda rider Don Turk. Two turns 
later, Turk went wacko through the 
studder bumps trying to pass Glover. 
His legs were flailing, and his bike 
was swapping madly, but he almost 
did it. However, Glover slammed the 
door shot to retain the lead, then 
Honda rider Todd Peterson slipped 
by Turk. While Glover was way out 
in front, Peterson had control of 
second until two laps from the finish. 
Peterson overshot a turn, and his bike 
flipped into the path of Doug O'Don- 
nell on another portion of the track. 
O'Donnell plowed into Peterson's 
bike and cartwheeled down the 
straight. Minus a helmet visor, 
O'Donnell survived the crash and 
finished. 

Glover took his second win of the 
night ahead of Honda rider Billy 
Frank, Turk and Honda-mounted 
Pete Murray. Peterson had to settle 
for seventh. 

Smith claimed the win in the second 
250cc qualifier after leading from 
start to finish withouta hitch. Suzuki

the entire moto in second and fin- 
ished there. Honda rider Ed Arnet 
recovered from a poor start to finish 
third ahead of Ian Fitz-Gibbon and 
Scott Conaway. 

Gordon Ward and his Honda stole 
the holeshot for the start of the third 
250cc qualifier but was quickly passed 
by Barnett. Yamaha rider Gary De- 
Pillo and Turner followed behind 
Ward. 

During the sixth lap, Barnett crash- 
ed when he went too wide in a turn 
and clipped the haybails. Ward took 
over the lead while Barnett recovered 
in a close third behind DePillo. But 
Barnett fell again less than a lap later, 
dropping to fourth. Ward won the 
moto while DePillo, Turner and Bar- 
nett followed. 

The final 250cc qualifier produced 
some great racing. Burnworth grabbed 
the holeshot, but he swapped heavily 
through the whoops, handing the 
lead to Manley. Russ Wageman fol- 
lowed into second. Brooks watched 
from fourth. 

Four laps later, Wageman squeaked 
by Manley for the lead. Manley, Burn- 
worth and Brooks began a heated bat- 
tle for second. The moto reached its 
climax when Burnworth slipped by 
Manley in the whoops, and a few 
turns later; Brooks, one of the most 
exciting riders to watch during the 
night, stuffed Manley very hard in a 
right-hand-turn berm. The two 
Honda riders collided and crashed. 
Manley laid on top of Brooks’ bike 
with his right leg trapped between 
the two. Brooks could not pick up the 
bike with Manley and his bikeresting 
on top, so he lifted Manley's Honda 
up freeing therider. Brooks remount- 
ed first and ended up finishing third, 
behind winner Wageman and Burn- 
worth. Manley recovered but finished 
eighth — eliminated. 


Semis 

In the 125cc classes, Turner and 
Manneh were the riders who took top 
honors giving them a trip directly to 
the main. Turk captured the win in 
the first 250cc semi, but the most 
exciting semi was the last 250cc moto, 
featuring a duel between Barnett and 
Brooks. 

Brooks was the first rider to exit the 
first turn, and he had Barnett pass 





him through the second turn. How- 
ever, Brooks came back and stunned 
Barnett when the Honda rider passed 
him through the whoops almost com- 
pletely out of shape. On the third lap, 


- Brooks went to the outside through 


the whoops, while Barnett went. to 
the inside. Through the preceeding 
turn, Barnett made a tight pivot, 
regaining the lead. From that point 
on, Barnett steadily increased his lead 
to take the win and transfer to the 
main. Brooks went to the LCQ. 


Last Chance Qualifiers 

Frank led from start to finish dur- 
ing the 125cc LCQ while Suzuki rider 
Doug Dubach finished a close second. 

Brooks was by far the favorite to 
win the 250cc LCQ, and he did just 
that leading from start to finish. Pete 
Murray finished second. 


125cc main 

Burnworth jumped to an early lead 
for the start of the 12-lap main in the 
125cc class, inches ahead of Glover, 
Smith, Manneh and Wageman. How- 
ever, Burnworth's lead didn't last for 
very long — Glover slipped by the 
Suzuki pilot a few turns later. Barnett 
had a poor start back in eighth, but 
that didn't last for long, either. Two 
laps later, Barnett had worked up to 
third after passing Smith. 

Glover enjoyed a comfortable lead, 
while Barnett tried to find a way 
around his teammate Burnworth. It 
didn't happen until the seventh lap 
when Burnworth got out of control 
in the whoops giving Barnett all the 
room he needed for second. By this 
point, things began to settle down. 
Glover's lead was about five seconds 
over Barnett which held to the check- 
ered flag. Burnworth finished third 
ahead of Manneh, Wageman and 
Brooks. 


250cc main 

Twenty minutes later many of the 
125cc riders were at it again on 250s. 
This time, Barnett and his nearly 
stock RM250 jump into the lead. Close 
behind were Wageman, Glover, Smith 
and Bowman. 

Barnett extended his lead to about 
three seconds over Wageman, who 
was busy trying to keep Glover at 
bay. Wageman succeeded for four laps, 
then Glover finally slipped by. 
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АП eyes were focused on the home- 
town favorite, Glover. Each lap, he 
cut Barnett's lead slimmer and slim- 
mer. With four laps to go, Glover was 
breathing heavily down Barnett's 
back. Glover made his first move try- 
ing to duck inside of Barnett in a 
üght right turn, but failed. A lap 
later, Glover tried the same move 
with success — Barnett went too wide 
and Glover had the lead. However, 
Barnett didn't give up. He stayed 
glued to Glover's rear fender for the 
remainder of the race but couldn't get 
by. Glover crossed the checkered flag 
with only a few inches to spare over 
Barnett for his fourth win of the 
night. Third went to Wageman who 
managed to fend off hard charges by 
Smith. Finishing close behind Smith 
were Burnworth, Brooks and DePillo. 

“I had a good race in the 125s,”

said Glover afterwards. ''I had about 
a four- to five-second lead over Mark, 
and I figured it was good enough, sol 
just cruised trying to save my energy 
for the 250s. I didn't get quite the start 
I wanted in the 250s, but I worked my 
way up through the pack without 
much trouble and caught Mark, I 
passed him on the inside of a turn 
and held him off. It was a lot of fun

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Why motorcycle tires don't make sense 
A look at the motorcycle tire marketplace

Every few months some magazine seems to 
publish another article about motorcycle 
tires. Untold thousands of words describe 
tires in great detail, accompanied by complex 


charts and graphs. Exploded 


diagrams depict the inner 
workings of the rubber com- 
pounds and components which 
form modern tires. 

Every month, the tire manufacturers 
place advertisements to extol the vir- 
tues of their products. New tire designs 
fall in and out of vogue: this year’s 
favorite tire may well be an also-ran 
in six months. Things are going to 
become even more complex; in a few 





months radial motorcycle tires will 
be introduced to the market. 

If you've attempted to understand 
these articles about motorcycle tires, 
made an effort to wade through the 
manufacturer's specifications and 
product bulletins...and still don't 
have any idea as to which tire you 
should buy for your bike; you're not 
alone. I began researching this article 
because I didn't know how to choose 
a tire for my motorcycle. In the course 
of this research Гуе chatted with tire 





engineers, advertising people, manu- 
facturer’s representatives, magazine 
editors, dealers, distributors and rac- 
ers. You know what? I haven’t come 
across anybody — not one person on 
the face of this planet — who сап 
intelligently сһоове а motorcycle tire 
from what's available оп the market. 


That's a pretty strong statement. 
After all, what's so tough about 
choosing a motorcycle tire? Before we 
go any further, some explanation is 
in order. 

Starting at the outside of a modern 
motorcycle tire, the most recognizable 
component is the tread pattern. The 
configuration of this pattern deter- 
mines how the tire behaves in wet 
weather conditions. The tread pattern 
is molded from a special compound 
of rubber; one formulated to provide 
either mileage or traction (or a com- 





promise thereof). The tread rubber is 
bonded onto the carcass of the tire, a 
framework composed of criss-cross 
layers of cords. Angles within these 
cord layers are adjusted to provide the 
strength and resiliency desired for the 
tire's application. These layers of 
cords are anchored onto two wire 
hoops, which form the bead of the 
tire. The bead is the foundation of the 
tire, and seats the tire onto the rim of 
the wheel. Tires are constructed in 
varying heights and widths, and the 
relationship of height to width is 
described in a percentage ratio, called 
the “aspect ratio." 

As you might imagine, changing 
just one of these components will 
alter the characteristics of the tire. 
Tire engineers take advantage of this 
by designing different tires for differ- 
ent types of riding. Unfortunately, for 





‘the average rider trying to choose а 
new tire, the only visible difference is 
in the tread pattern. Because of this, 
knowledgeable engineers — people 
who actually design motorcycle tires 
— admit that there’s no way by 
inspection to know whether a partic- 
ular tire is superb, average or terrible. 

The reason why it’s so difficult to 
understand motorcycle tires is actu- 
ally one of five interrelated reasons: 
size rating systems, size tolerance, 
load capacity, recommended air pres- 
sure, and speed ratings. On examina- 
tion, it’s almost as though the tire 
industry, as a whole, is playing games 
with the consumer: stopping just 
short of deliberate misinformation 
about motorcycle tires. Let’s take a 
look at these five games, and see if 
some sense can be made of the tire 
marketplace. 
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The size game 

Step one of purchasing a replace- 
ment tire is to determine what size 
you're after. This isn't as easy as it 
sounds. There are three different tire 
sizing systems in current use; none of 
the three are directly comparable. 

The oldest method of tire sizing is 
thealpha-numericsystem, which uses 
two letters of the alphabet to describe 
the width of the tire. Тһе first letter is 
always “М” (for motorcycle"), fol- 
lowed by a second letter which cor- 
responds to the claimed width of the 
tire. The system is set up to describe 
widths in 0.25-inch increments from 
2.25 inches to 5.50 inches. When con- 
temporary low-profile tires were intro- 
duced, a number was added after these 
two letters to describe the aspect ratio 
of the tire. For example, the designa- 
tion MJ90-18 would describe a tire 
3.25 inches in. width, with a 90% 
aspect ratio, sized to fit an 18 inch 
rim. 

It's not too surprising that the 
alpha-numeric system proved confus- 
ing; while the system is relatively 
simple, it requires a chart to decode 
what the letters mean. The inch sys- 
tem was created to make things more 
straightforward and easier to under- 
stand. This system simply uses a 
number, in inches, to describe the 
width of the tire. Unfortunately, when 
the new low-profile tires appeared, 
the curious decision was made to de- 
scribe the aspect ratio within the 
numbers. For example, a tire measur- 
ing four inches in width would be 
described as a 4.00-18. A low-profile 
Íour-inch tire would carry the desig- 
nation 4.10-18...the addition of the 
10 denoting the profile, not апу 
additional width of the tire. Obvious- 
ly, when using the inch system, it's 
easy to select a tire that would seem to 
be wider — but is actually only shor- 
ter due to this peculiar sizing system. 

Тһе third system is the only one of 
the three that actually describes the 
width and height of a modern motor- 
cycle tire: the metric system. Here, the 
tire's width is first described in mil- 
limeters, followed by a slash mark, 
followed by theaspect ratio — plainly 
listed as a percentage number. The 
big advantage of the metric system is 
the ability to denote any new width 
or height of tire; a feature which may 








tion of radial motorcycle tires. Cur- 
iously, the metric system still uses 
inch measurements for wheel diame- 
ters. This is a result of the fact that 
currently all motorcycle wheel dia- 
meters are listed in inches. 

Now it's bad enough that the three 
systems exist to describe motorcycle 
tires. The real crime is that none of 
the three systems are directly com- 
parable! The alpha-numeric and inch 
systems describe tire widths in 4-inch 
increments, while the metric system 
makes its jumps 10 millimeters at a 
time: slightly less than %-inch! The 
inch system provides for only one 
low-profile aspect ratio — 82% — a 
tire profile that isn't shared by the 
other two systems. 


The tolerance game 

Trying to decode the nightmare 
created by the three sizing systems 
becomes absurd when considering 
the question of size tolerance. Ever 
wonder why you've never seen a direct 
size comparison chart for the three 
systems? The manufacturers don't 
want to bring up the question of tol- 
erance. 

Currently, the sale of motorcycle 
tires for street use in the U.S. is regu- 
lated by the National Highway Traf- 
fic and Safety Administration 
(NHTSA), according to standards set 
forth by Motor Vehicle Safety Stand- 
ard No. 119: “New Pneumatic Tires 
for Vehicles Other Than Passenger 
Cars." According to this standard, 
the size of the tire must be marked on 
the tire's sidewall (in lettering not 
less than 0.078 inches high), and the 
tire manufacturer must make avail- 
able to the public a listing of rims 
that may be used with the tire. In 
addition, all dimensional specifica- 
tions of the tire must be published by 
at least one of the international tire 
and rim associations, or printed in a 
document made available to retail 
tire dealers and the general public. 
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All well and good. However, the 
NHTSA has yet to define the accep- 
table tolerance for these size designa- 
tions. Apparently, this is due to the 
reasoning that the same tire will 
assume different widths when mount- 
ed and inflated on different rims. 
Under the current system, a tire man- 
ufacturer may produce a tire of any 
width, and mark it with any size he 
chooses (however far from reality) — 
providing information is provided as 
to recommended rims for that tire! 

What does this mean in the real 
world? Let’s try some examples: 

A Dunlop K127, size 4.00-18, mea- 
sures 4.45 inches when mounted and 
inflated on a 2.15 inch rim. A Con- 
tinental TK44, size 4.00-18, mounted 
and inflated on the same rim will 
measure 6.72 inches in width. Neither 
tire measures four inches, as implied 
by the size designation. The problem 
is that some motorcycles, particularly 
those equipped with shaft drive, are 
tight on clearance. Should you have 
the misfortune to remove the Dunlop 
and install the Continental, your 
new tire may not fit — something 
learned only by purchasing and 











and exchange a tire that’s already 
been mounted? 

Those Continental and Dunlop 
tires aren’t isolated examples, either. 
A Pirelli MT 29, size 100/90V-18, 
mounted on a 2.5-inch rim, has an 
operating width of 116mm (4.56 
inches). A Michelin A48, same size, 
same rim, measures 106mm (4.17 
inches). A Carlisle Arrow MT90-16 
(MT corresponding to five inch 
width), mounted on a 3-inch rim, 
measures 5.1 nches across. The same 
size Continental K112, mounted on 
the same rim, measures a whopping 
6.18 inches — more than an inch 
wider than the size indicated on the 
sidewall! 


The load game 

Another item which the NHTSA 
requires to be imprinted on the tire’s 
sidewall is the load rating. Heavy 
loads tend to squash tires, which 
generates destructive heat through 
sidewall flexing. Heat damages a tire 
from the inside out, and when carried 
to extremes can cause the component 
layers of the tire to separate. 
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"Today's crop of V-rated super tires 
are at a disadvantage when it comes 
to the load game. Tire designs which 
are capable of tremendous speeds 
need thin sidewalls: since the tire is 
rotating more rapidly at speed, the 
tire has less time to cool between 
revolutions...and therefore runs hot- 
ter. In addition, the tread depth must 
be shallower; deep tread grooves 
would enable the tread structure to 
squirm and shimmy at high speeds. 

On the other hand touring tires 
feature a beefier sidewall construction 
to cope with additional weight, and 
can make use of a deeper tread pattern 
for longer tire life. 

An example of these construction 
trade-offs is the Dunlop Touring 
Elite. When introduced, this tire 
sported a two-ply, two-belt construc- 
tion, and carried an “Н” speed rating 
(up to and including 130 mph). In 
January, 1984, Dunlop realized that 
the Touring Elite was being habitu- 
ally overloaded by touring riders. Con- 
sequently, this tire was redesigned to 
a sturdier three-ply, two-belt con- 
struction — which increased the tire's 
load capacity by 60 pounds. How- 
ever, this stronger construction took 
its toll on the top speed for the tire: 
the new Touring Elites have been 
lowered to an “8” rating (up to and 
including 113 mph). 

There are companies that take ad- 
vantage of this relationship of speed 
and load. Knowing that a tire is 
designed for the touring market, the 
speed rating may be omitted entirely: 
an omission which corresponds to a 
rating of 95 mph. The reasoning is 
simple: a tire which is operated at a 
lower speed can carry more weight, 
and is therefore more appealing to a 
touring cyclist. 

A more realistic approach to the 








question of load ratings is to list the 
load rating for the theoretical top 
speed of the tire, followed by a sepa- 
rate load rating for a more realistic 
speed. For example, Continental lists 
a recommended load rating for its 
motorcycle tires when operated at 65 
mph: this load figure is over 50% 
greater than the capacity for the tire 
at top speed. For a touring motorcy- 
clist, this difference amounts to sev- 
eral hundred pounds! 


The pressure game 

Most riders don't realize that the 
air within a motorcycle tire is actu- 
ally a component of that tire's design: 
every bit as important as the tread or 
cord structure. It’s air pressure that 
supports the motorcycle, and the 
amount of pressure determines how 
much the sidewall of the tire will flex 
when operating. Heavier loadsrequire 
higher pressures, as do higher sus- 
tained speeds. Depending on the 
weight and horsepower of a motorcy- 
cle, varying amounts of air pressure 
will be called for — just as varying 
tread rubber and cord structures will 
be called for. 


The problem here is for the latest 
technology, premium quality re- 
placement tires. New and sophisti- 
cated cord materials, as well as differ- 
ent designs for the carcass of the tire 
willcall for varying amounts of air to 
make the tires work. Typically, the 
original equipment tires sold on mo- 
torcycles are not representative of the 
state-of-the-art — yet the bike manu- 
facturers can only recommend air 
pressures for those stock-equipment 
tires. And you can bet that the air 
pressures required for top-grade after- 
market tires will be very different 
from those of the stock components. 





The most notable recent example 
of this problem occurred with the 
Dunlop Touring Elite. Currently, 
this tire is the only one оп the market 
that employs fiberglass belts under 
the tread rubber — a design claimed 
to improve tread life. Consequently, 
this design calls for a higher inflation 
pressure than most other tires: a min- 
imum of 36 psi. When Dunlop had 
suffered excessive warranty claims 
the company urged their custo- 
mers to properly inflate their tires, 
sending out urgent letters to over 
360,000 individual owners of regis- 
tered motorcycles with copies to mo- 
torcycle publications. 

What's the penalty for operating 
modern tires at less than optimum 
pressures? Aside from less than opti- 
mal handling due to improper tire 
contact patch, the problem is the lower 
pressures “soften” the tire, causing 
the sidewalls to flex more as the tire 
rolls forward. This flexing generates 
heat. Hot rubber is soft rubber, and 
softrubber wears rapidly. In addition, 
heat within the cord structure tends 
to deteriorate the strength of the cord 
material; an effect most apparent 
with rayon-based tires. •

SUZUKA CITY, JAPAN, JULY 29 


American Mike Balawin scored his third vic- 
tory in Japan's prestigious Suzuka Eight- 
Hour, a round of the World Championship 


Endurance Road Race series. Baldwin and 


partner Fred Merkel brought 
their works Honda RS750R 
across the finish line a full lap 
ahead of second place. 

Beyond being part of the World 
Championship series, Suzuka is an 
important race because it attracts 
huge crowds of spectators — over 
140,000 this year — and is contested 
by teams backed by all four Japanese 
motorcycle manufacturers. 

Baldwin and Merkel were always 
in the running after qualifying their 
factory V-4 fifth fastest and took the 
lead for good in the fifth hour after 
Frenchman Raymond Roche crashed 
his works Honda. 

Showing the consistency that has 
brought the Honda France team suc- 
cess in the past, the pairings of Guy 
Bertin/Domminique Sarron and Pat- 
rick Igoa/Gerrard Coudray were in 
the top half dozen for the first half, 
then steadily improved their placings 
as other teams fell by the wayside. 

In the finish, Bertin and Sarron 
bagged the runner-up spot, one lap 
down on Baldwin and Merkel, while 
Igoa and Coudray took third, to main- 
tain their lead in the World Endur- 
ance Championship. 

Roche started from pole position 
after Australian Wayne Gardner qual- 
ified the machine with a lap of 
2:21.97s, and led for the first 10 laps 
until overtaken by New Zealander 
Graeme Crosby. 





Crosby crashed the Yoshimura 
Suzuki 750 he shared with Australian 
Len Willing during the three-lap 
warm-up period immediately before 
the start of the race. As other teams 
took to the grid, the Yoshimura team 
was desperately straightening han- 
dlebars and levers in the pits. Crosby 
did make the start, however, on the 
works-chassis-equipped, new 
GSX750-engined machine developed 
by Pops Yoshimura. 

Crosby had been fastest in practice 
—and crashed twice — up until the 
final qualifying session, when Gard- 
ner managed to break the 2:22 mark, 
while Moriwaki Engineering’s 
Hikaru Miyagi also managed to bet- 
ter Croz’s 2:22.4s time by three tenths 
of a second. 


While Crosby and Roche played 
cat and mouse at the head of the field, 
Baldwin settled into third just ahead 
of the Moriwaki team's Honda 
CBX750 powered machine ridden by 
Miyagi's teammate 'Hutch' Yathis- 
hiro. 

While Roche stopped to hand over 
to Gardner, and Crosby refuelled and 
let Willing take over, Baldwin con- 
tinued on and caught the two leading 
bikes. 

Meanwhile, Australia's Rob Phil- 
lis was already back in the pits after 
the private Kawasaki GPz750 powered 
bike he was sharing with Kork Bal- 
lington suffered mechanical problems

after only half an hour. 

With Baldwin tailing him, Gardner 
was brought down in the chicane on 
the main straight by a slower rider. 
He said later that he had almost 
stopped and when they bumped, the 
Honda “just fell over.” 

Baldwin then took the lead and 
continued for several more laps before 
handing over to Merkel. 

Gardner lost just 70 seconds hav- 
ing new brake and gear levers fitted to 
the V-4 machine before returning to 
the fray. In a hard hour’s riding, he 
managed to pull back 20 seconds on 
Merkel and Willing, who were dicing 
for the lead. 

By this stage, Team Honda Austra- 
lia’s Andrew Johnson had moved 
into fourth spot after Miyagi had 
missed a shift and over-revved the 
Moriwaki Honda. But just a few 
minutes after taking over from John- 
son, co-rider Mal Campbell crashed. 
After returning the bike to the pits, 
the team lost two laps making repairs 
and this cost them any chance of vic- 
tory. Up until the crash, they had 
been on the same lap as the leaders. 

While Merkel and Willing were 
turning 2:28s laps, Gardner was click- 
ing off 2:25s as he scrambled to make 
up ground. He handed over to Roche 
who maintained his position for the 
third hour. 

For the fourth hour, Crosby took 
over from Willing and Roche made 
up a lot of ground while the Yoshi- 
mura team refuelled the Suzuki. 

This resulted in Crosby going out 
and becoming involved in a dice for 
the lead with Roche — once again 


with Baldwin joining in after taking . 


over from Merkel. 

Then, after taking the lead, Crosby 
was forced to retire with terminal me- 
chanical problems. After driving out 
of the chicane onto the downhill 
straight, Crosby pulled over to the 
left-hand side of the track as he went 
past his pit crew and pointed at the 
engine. As if to verify his diagnosis, 
the Suzuki engine promptly blew, 
spreading oil down the track. 

Gardner took over from Roche 
again and had to catch Baldwin, who 
had taken over the leading Honda 
from Merkel. In another charge, 
Gardner bridged the gap and on his 
last lap before refuelling, passed the 
American on the start finish line. 

Then Roche went out. But after 
just a handful of laps, the French- 
man, who had looked so consistent 
up to that point, crashed. The bike 
was too badly damaged to continue. 

So Baldwin stretched away into the 
lead and the two French Honda teams 
moved up to second and third. From 
that point on, the race became a pro- 
cession. . 

By this time, nine of the top 10 
bikes were Honda 750$, either V-4s or 





air-cooled inline fours. A lone Yama- 
ha, ridden by Shinichi Ueno and 
Hiroyuki Kawasaki was running 
fourth but in the final five minutes 
the Yamaha blew. 

Ueno stopped at the finish line and 
pushed over but had dropped to fifth 
place as the Moriwaki team's second 
bike grabbed fourth. 

Johnson and Campbell finished 
sixth, just ahead of Canadian Rueben 
McMurter and American Ricky Or- 
lando on a private Honda RS750R. 

McMurter and Orlando had quali- 
fied 16th fastest with McMurter rid- 
ing. McMurter rode first in the race 
but had problems getting the bike 
started in the dead-engine LeMans 
start, finally getting off close to last. 
By theend of the first hour McMurter 
had worked up to 15th place; Orlando 
reached 10th by the end of the second 
hour; in the third hour the team 
stayed at 10th as the bike started to 
develop suspension problems. In the 
fourth hour they were 12th, reaching 
ninth in the fifth hour and gaining 
sixth in the sixth and seventh hours. 
At the finish they were bumped back 
one position by Johnson and Camp- 
bell. 

Americans John Long and David 
Emde finished 16th on a Japanese 
team’s BMW after qualifying 53rd. 
During the race a float bowl plug fell 
out of one carburetor, and three laps 
were lost replacing the carb. With 
two minutes to go Emde pitted with 
the bike running on one cylinder; 
mechanics sent him back out to fin- 
ish, but the extra pit stop cost the 
team 15th place — the last money- 
paying position. 

“They told us it was a factory 
BMW," said Long after the race. 
"When we got there it was just a 
street BMW, lightly modified. It was 
a sleeved-down R80, with no cams." 

American BoTT rider Sherry Fri- 
duss teamed with Japanese Mari Igata 
on a private Honda. The pair quali- 
fied 47th but finished 26th, 22 laps 
behind Baldwin and Merkel. 

Americans Carry Andrew and Chris 
Steward teamed on another Japanese 
team's Honda. Andrew missed his 
airplane to Japan thanks to a huge 
traffic jam leaving Laguna Seca, and 
showed up in Japan two days late. 
Meanwhile, Steward had arrived in 
Japan alone, with no idea of how to 
get to the track or who to meet. He 
made it to the racetrack on Tuesday; 
Andrew, the Japanese team, and the 
bike made it to the track on Friday, 
and the pair had to try to jet the bike 
in qualifying. They made the field in 
56th position and were running 24th 
at the end of the third hour. Before 
the start of the fourth hour Andrew 
ran off the track just after being 
lapped by Merkel, and crashed. 

David Aldana and Bruce Sass —

filling in for injured David Old — 
rode for Team Honeybee on a bike 
Aldana later described as “a joke.” 
The machine blew head gaskets, 
spewed hot water out of its cooling 
system, and had no power. Aldana, 
who just four years ago qualified 0.02 
seconds off the pole at this. race, 
couldn’t believe his situation. 

Like the other American priva- 
teers (except Emde and Long), Aldana 
was there because sponsorship for his 
trip had been arranged by Honda- 
land, which owns Suzuka Circuit 
and promotes the race; the catch was 
that Aldana had to ride a Honda and 
he ended up with the Honeybee V-4. 
The bike was painted camouflage 
green —it looked like the paint was 
applied with a brush — witha home- 
made aluminum frame, slide-throttle 
Keihin carbs on ultra-long mani- 
folds and, when it first showed up at 
the track, a single front disc brake. “1 
had to ride that pile and go slow,” 
said Aldana. “There was no way I 
was gonna hang'it out on that junker. 
At least I got paid to ride.” 

Sass was more enthusiastic about 
being in Japan and tried to ride the 
bike hard despite its extreme short- 
comings. Colorado champion Sass 
went a bit faster than Aldana did on 
the bike, but contributed a set of 
leathers to his enthusiasm — he crash- 
ed in practice. Sass' time of 2:44.00 
gave the team only 61st position, and 
only the fastest 60 qualified. 

The organizers asked riders to vote 
on a special exemption for Aldana, 
who, teamed with Mike Baldwin, 
won the Suzuka Eight Hours in 1981 
on a works Honda. The riders agreed 
and Aldana and Sass started the race. 
Their ride only lasted 34 laps before 
the bike exploded, and they were cre- 
dited with 56th position. e

AMA National Championship 
Enduro Series: Round 9 


Timely moves by 
Melton in Jack Pine

MOORESTOWN, MI, AUG. 19 


Husqvarna’s Mike Melton went to work in 
the forest at the Jack Pine National and 
when his work day was over — more than 
eight hours and 200 miles later — he had 


struck pay dirt and scored the 


overall win by the narrow 
margin of a single point over 
teammate Terry Cunningham. 

The reigning National Champion’s 
third win of the '84 series fell his way 
following a nine-point score tallied 
over the twisting woods trails of 
northern Michigan, while former 
champ Cunningham finished his trek 
through the trees with 10 points. 

A pair of privateer riders broke the 
stranglehold Team Husky usually 
has on. the top overall spots at 
Nationals: Gary Johnston, owner of 
Suzuki of Laurel, Mississippi, rode a 
Husky to third overall and the High 
Point А trophy with an ll-point 
score, while Lansing Cycle/Hi-Point- 
backed Michigan rider Alan Randt 
forged to fourth overall with 15. 
Husky's Kevin Hines rounded out 
the top five overall with 16 points. 
With the exception of Cunningham, 
whorode a Husky 500 Automatic, the 
rest of the top five were mounted on 
Husky 400WRs. 

Тһе chase for the series title is now 
focused on three riders — Cunning- 
ham, Melton and Hines. Melton's 
win moved him to within three points 
of the leader, '82 series champ Cun- 
ningha, 204 to 207, with Hines still in 
the hunt in third with 192 with three 
rounds remaining. 

Melton was quick to point out that 





the 58th Annual Jack Pine was a 
tough one: “The scores really don't 
tell the whole story. Nine points 
really isn't all that much, but you 
rode a lot harder for a much longer 
period of time than the numbers 
indicate. Most of the time you had to 
really go for it — the average was set 
at 24 (miles per hour) and you could 
maybe ride at 23 if you went all-out. 
You would get a minute late and 
there was really no way to make it up. 
I'd have to call it a long, tough run — 
tougher than the run they had һеге а 
year ago." 

Much of the point-taking was done 
in the early morning sections. The 
sun had barely broken over the tree- 
tops as the first rows of riders made 
their way into the woods beginning 
at 7 a.m. The Lansing M.C., under 
the direction of Louie Hunt, laid out 
a course with nearly 180 ground 
miles that never took the riders 
more than 15 miles from the staging 
area at the Jack Pine Lodge, which 
meant that there would be plenty of 
twisty woods between each of the 16 
checks. 

Melton lost points at each check 
through the first 50 miles of the run, 
as did Cunningham, and by the time 
they reached the third gas stop at 116 
miles for a 30-minute rest, Melton 
already had eight of his nine total 
points, with Cunningham sitting at

. nine lost out of his eventual 10. Both, . 





however, had problems up to that 
point. 

"] was cooking along in the tight 
woods," said Gunningham, ''and I 
ducked to avoid hitting the branch. 
Before I picked my head up I got hit 
by a second branch I didn't see. It cut 
me right near the eye and my vision 
was blurred for a while. I got back 
into the swing of things, then made 
another mistake in the only muddy 
spot in the entire run. The line I took 
wasn't the best and the bike dove so 
deep into the mud that it stopped and 
I was thrown clear — up and over the 
bars without ever touching the bike.” 
Cunningham was sporting a black 
eye by the finish. 

Melton was recorded as hitting the 
third check a minute early as was 
Cunningham. “The guy running the 
check marked me a minute early, but 
there was no doubt in my mind I was 
on time,” said Melton. “They took 
their time flipping the card as I came 
into the check, and my clock showed 
I was a full 12 seconds into my min- 
ute, which was the same as the check 
clock. I rode the rest of the run think- 
ing about the two ‘hot’ points, and 
knew I would have to ride even faster 
to have а chance at winning overall. I 
nearly took out a few trees right after 
that check.” 


Many top contenders were out or 
having problems in the first half. 
Husky’s Fritz Kadlec had matched 
the scores of Melton through the 
early sections, then became a specta- 
tor. “I was having a great time," said 
Kadlec. “They made you stay on the 
gas all the time and I like runs like 
that. Then a branch punched a hole 
straight through the radiator, which 
was bad enough, and then another 
branch came along and sheared off 
the fuel petcock. I just pushed out of 
the woods.” 

Carolina Tool-sponsored Randy 
Hawkins forgot to set his computer 
on the start line. “I hit the first check 
three minutes early and the second a 
few minutes hot," said Hawkins. “1 
decided to drop back and rode the rest 
of the run with (Ray) Mungenast, 
whosstarted six minutes behind me. I 
was just riding for fun the rest of the 
way.” 

Husky's Dave Bertram crashed in 
the same mud bog that nailed Cun- 


_ ningham.. “1 decided to,really,gas it 
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after doing an endo in the mud,” said 
Bertram, “and was heading down a 
sand road with a couple of riders 
ahead of me. They put on the brakes 
and I was in a cloud of dust; when I 
got stopped I was right in a check, 
but was a minute early. I didn’t have 
any chance to check my clock.” 

Hines was forced to contend with 
throttle cable problems in the morn- 
ing sections. ''Oncel got the problem 
straightened out things actually went 
pretty well," said Hines. “If the run 
had been 100 miles longer, I might've 
had a chance to win. It's frustrating; 
there are about five of us who have 
the ability to win, but only the guy 
who has his head on straight that day 
wins. ” 

'The final 80 miles brought more 
tight woods sections, with enough 
open woods in between to keep point 
losses toa minimum for most AA and 
A class riders. 

Melton and Cunningham racked 
up their respective final point at 
check 15 after a lengthy session of 
dodging trees along a path lined with 
waist-deep ferns, and then some sandy 
two-track trail. 

“Му afternoon went pretty well," 
said Melton, ''and it feels super to 
win. With three runs left, I have to 
win some more to have a good shot at 
another title. Terry (Cunningham) 
has come back so strong, and it's 
coming down to basically just the 
two of us. He already has nine good 
finishes and I only have eight (a rid- 
er's best 10 rides count for the cham- 
pionship), so I can't afford to make 
many more mistakes.” e.

Round 4 


Trett, Kizer lead field 
at Summernationals

CLEVELAND, OH, AUG. 11-12 


Elmer Trett in Top Fuel and Terry Kizer in 
the Funnybike ranks led the action at the 
IDBA’s Summernationals on the eighth-mile 
strip at Dragway 42. Trett took his “Moun- 


tain Magic’’ Kawasaki Top 
Fueler and put on an elapsed 
time show on his way to victory 
while Kizer, aboard another 
Kawasaki, moved one step closer to 
the Number One plate in Funnybike. 

Saturday's qualifying saw Trett, in 
his three runs, shake up the Top Fuel 
field and the other riders who com- 
plained of a lack of traction on the 
track. “I wanted to see what the bike 
would do on this limited traction,” 
said Trett. His first two runs were at 
4.84 seconds in the 150-155 mph 
range. The third run by Trett was a 
blistering 4.774/158. 

Brian Johnson met Trett in the 
first elimination round. The crew 
had dialed in his Richie Rich/Race 
Design Kawasaki and he put down 
an impressive 4.93/155.17. It wasn't 
impressive enough as Trett 4.789/ 
156.52 not only won the round, but 
was enough to back up within one 
percent Trett’s earlier run and give 
them both ends of the IDBA Top 
Fuel eighth-mile record at 4.77/159.57. 

Sam Wills met Craig Burns in the 
other round and put him away with a 
4.92/151.77 to the 5.44/151.51 of 
Burns. 

Trett and Wills, aboard the MRE 
Kawasaki, staged for the final. When 
(Бе. green light came on, Trett came 
off the line like he was shot from a 
cannon while Wills' rear tire went up 
in smoke. Trett's slowest run of the 
day, a 4.823/155.44, easily downed 





"I had won the Top Fuel the past 
two years at this track," said Wills 
afterward, “but with Elmer running 
so strong we stayed up last night and 
changed motors. About 15 minutes 
before the final I changed to a differ- 
ent rear tire. When I came to the line, 
I saw I was leaking fuel and tried to 
get around the puddles, but there was 
no way. I had toride through my own 
fuel to get off the line and couldn't 
help but smoke the tire.” 

The top four qualifiers in Funny- 
bike were the final four when the 
semis came around. Kizer, on the 
R.W. Motors/Race Design/BHP 
Kawasaki, ran the turbo Kawasaki of 
Bill Timmons in the first race with 
Timmons off the line first. Kizer 
hauled him in on the big end for the 
win. It was Star Cycle versus Star 
Cycle machinery in the other run 
with shop owner George Bryce fac- 
ing off against Bobby Baker, who he 
sponsors. When the lights came down, 
it was Bryce, aboard his turbocharged, 
nitrous oxide running Suzuki out 
first with the turbo Kawasaki of Baker 
behind. Baker almost caught Bryce at 
the finish. It isn't often a 5.058/144 
loses to a 5.106/144.92. Bryce's start 
was the key. 

In the Funnybike final, Kizer was 
the man with the start and Bryce was 
left to play catch-up. He couldn't 
although he smoked the track in an 
identical time/speed as his semi. Kiz- 
er's 5.071/146.81 was good for the 
win and allowed Kizer to pad his

If English motorcycle factories 
could equal the abilities of En- 
glish motorcycle writers there 
would still be a strong half- 
dozen British brands on the market. 

There have been a series of good 
books in recent times, telling us what 
happened to the once-dominant En- 
glish motorcycle business — and one, 
by Bert Hopwood — asks the simple 
question, “What happened to The 
British Motorcycle Industry?" Bert 
blamed everyone but fails to mention 
his own responsible role in the Decline 
and Fall of the Ancient Marques. 
Haynes Publishing has a good title 
by Ivor Davies, a very personable 
man who wrote "It's a Triumph," 
and he describes his quarter-century 
with that famous make. My favorite 
book is the newest — and I hope the 
last, for they all sadden me — “А Mil- 
lion Miles Ago," by Neale Shilton. 

By several coincidences Mr. Shil- 
ton and I have much in common. 
While he spent 20 years or so as a 
Triumph sales person in England I 
put in 15 seasons with Triumph's 
Baltimore branch on the East Coast, 
and was fortunate to be hired for the 
selling job by the late Denis McCor- 
mack at a pre-show cocktail party in 
New York, back in 1949. But, let's 
investigate Neale Shilton's memoirs, 
for after all it is his story we are 
reviewing... 

Neale Shilton was cut of different 
cloth. A lifelong motorcycle enthusi- 
ast, Neale rode Triumphs, Nortons 
and BMWs all the days of his travel- 
ing career, and he kept a log during 
his long motorcycle history! Further, 
Neale participated in large touring 
events and the highlights of his excit- 
ing life was proably his participation 
in many of “The Circuit Des Pyre- 
nees," a timed road run that had the

circuit once attracted rival teams from 
the crack motorcycle police of almost 
all the European countries. In this 
regard Neale was probably the best- 
known salesman for police motorcy- 
cles in history. While at Triumph he 
designed “The Saint," a special 40- 
inch bike that performed yoeman 
service throughout Europe's mounted 
police. When therot set in at Coventry, 
Shilton quit and was hired to do 
some consultant work for two months 
by the Norton factory. The two 
months stretched to seven years and 
early in the period Shilton designed 
“The Metropole," another police- 
special, then went out and stole as 
many of his old Triumph customers 
as he could capture. Finally, when 
NVT (Norton Villiers- Triumph) was 
created by bankers and other non- 
motorcycle types, Shilton made his 
third and final move — this time to 
BMW. Again, Master Salesman that 
he is was reflected in the eventual 
sales of 2,000 BMWs to various Eng- 
lish motorcycle divisions, including 
200 bikes to Scotland Yard! 

These are the broad facts of Neale 
Shilton's long life in the motorcycle 
industry. His book is splendidly writ- 
ten in The Mother Tongue — theone 
we Yanks can read but do not write 
correctly — and Shilton has that 
wonderful English sense of humor 
that makes even ordinary events seem 
funny. His respect for Edward Turner, 
Designer and Managing Director of 
"Triumph is handled with more dig- 
nity than I would give it. As the bag- 
man who occasionally ran some cash 
from Baltimore to The Hotel Plaza in 
New York, I got to know “E.T.” 
pretty well. He did not care much for 
Baltimore and generally was more 
interested in getting out to the sunny 
West Coast where he could carouse 
around with his longtime buddy, Bill 


Johnson, the original importer and ` 


distributor for Triumph. Their friend- 
ship went back to the pre-war days. 

My wife and I treated Neale and his 
lady to dinner last summer, while 
staying at his home in Denmark. It 


was our 43rd wedding anniversary, so’ 


we had a fine dinner near Elsinore, 
Hamlet's melancholy castle. (How 
many of you Honda motocrossers 
knew the source of the name...yes, we 
know it is a southern California 
town, but the original location was 
in Denmark.) and [ had to admire the 
fine physical condition of this 70- 
year-old motorcyclist. He still carries 
himself with the straight-ramrod up- 
rightness learned through five years 
as a British officer and gentleman. I 
asked him if he still rode a bike. His 
answer was typically English: “Yes, 
John, I occasionally take a young 
friend's Suzuki four for a canter. You 
know, it is quite a nice bicycle." 

We bored the ladies with our nos- 
talgic memories of long rides under 
terrible conditions of cold and wet- 
ness, and Neale repeated something 
he makes a strong point of in his 
book: The perfect rainsuit has yet to 
be invented. How he ever managed to 
make almost all of his business calls 
on a motorcycle in wet old England is 
some sort of a miracle. One thousand 
miles he averaged a week, and he 
showed me his log to prove it! He 
also helped in designing and making 
fairings popular; we sold the Avon 
Fairing at Triumph-Baltimore, way 
back in the early '50s, and Neale Shil- 
ton tested the prototypes while run- 
ning his errands in England.

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Dynojet carb kits 


Dynojet Research sells complete 
kits to re-calibrate CV carbure- 
tors for most 1978-and-later 
street bikes over 500cc. The kit 
includes comprehensive step-by-step 
instructions, main jets, needles and 
shims, and drill bits needed to enlarge 
slide bleed holes; average price is 
about $88. The kits are designed to be 
used with K&N air filters, and deluxe 
kits including the appropriate filters 
sell for about $157. 

Dynojet claims peak horsepower 
increases of 8-12% and like increases 
in mid-range power. The kits are 
designed to be used with either stock 
exhaust systems or street headers. 

It takes about an hour to install a 
Dynojet kit, following the instruc- 
tions. 

The extra power comes from the 
elimination of lean carburetion con- 
ditions caused by the need to pass 
emissions tests. 

Peak horsepower increases are all 
well and good, but, away from the 
dragstrip, mid-range power is what 
really counts. 

After a Dynojet kit was installed in 
an otherwise-stock Suzuki GS1150, 
the bike felt stronger. 

To test Dynojet’s claims of im- 
proved response and mid-range per- 
formance, we marked off a 340-foot 
section of flat pavement. A rider 
approached the beginning of the sec- 
tion at 1500 rpm, (about 10 mph), ре ТВ 
апа turned оп full throttle as the . LUBRICANTS 
bike’s front wheel entered the marked 
section. The rider shifted at 7000 rpm 
and left the marked section in third 
gear at about 90 mph. 

The time it took for the Suzuki t6 
accelerate through the section was Е = FURY Helmets 
measured with a stopwatch.

With stock carbs, airbox and filter, > : 
the Suzuki accelerated through the 
section with a best time of 5.29 seconds 
and a worst time of 5.39 seconds, 
along with a third runat 5.35 seconds. 
That averages out to 5.34 seconds. 

With.the carb kit installed and 
with K&N filters, the Suzuki acceler- 
ated. through the test section with a 
best time of 5.13 seconds and worst 
time of 5.26 seconds, with a time of 
5.19 seconds in between. The average 
is 5.19 seconds.

Eddie Lawson: 


мі Champion

“It was like a big weight came off my 


shoulders,” 


Eddie Lawson told me, five days 


after he won the 500cc road racing World 
Championship. Many people doubted he 


could do it; some said he wasn’t 
fast enough, seasoned enough, 
good enough. When I wrote, 
four months ago, that he would 
win the title, I was bombarded with 
letters from people who said I didn't 
know what I was talking about. And 
now here was Steady Eddie, World 
Champion, barely believing it him- 
self and almost bursting with excite- 
ment and wonder. - 


"I always prided myself on not 
having to worry about pressure, or 
that I could handle the pressure, no 
problem," Lawson told me. “I didn't 
realize until after the race how much 
pressure was on me, because I was 
keyed up and 1 didn't know it. I was 
getting headaches a lot. I was tense; I 
just didn't know it. 


"But after the race! Then, and 
now, Рт very much relaxed. I just 
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didn't know how much pressure was 
on me until it was over. 

"] was in a daze," Lawson con- 
tinued, describing the scene at the 
Swedish Grand Prix, which he won 
to secure his championship. “I was 
in a daze. А bunch of screaming peo- 
ple were jumping on me. People 
were talking to me and I didn't even 
hear 'em. I didn't even know what 
they were saying. 


“It was a great feeling, and it still 
is. I'm no different, but you wonder 
aboutit, just once in a while. Did this 
really happen? 

"Some people want to know if I'm 
different. Or they act a little different 
towards me, some of my friends do. I 
think they expect me to be more 
cocky, whatever, be different some- 
how. 


“Even at Sweden, before the race, I 
was thinking anything could happen, 
I could fall off, the thing could quit. I 
tried to put it out of my mind. I fig- 
ured, when it's over, It's over. 

“When I saw Kel put out the sign, 
‘RM Out,’ I thought, that's getting 
closer. That was about the halfway 
point in the race. Raymond (Roche) 
was right in front of me for a few laps, 
and he was holding me up, bad. So I 
knew — I was real comfortable riding 
around — if this thing doesn't quit, 
we've got it. 

"He was holding me up. And so 
was Randy. I passed both of 'em and 
put about two seconds on 'em and 
then they started catching up. I held 
‘em off at about a second. I was push- 
ing it pretty hard then, so I thought 
I'd better back down and follow 'em. 
But Randy quit before that. 

“The tires were working good. I 
noticed that I could go into the 
corners and through the middle of 
the corners faster than they could. It's 
just that I had a problem accelerating 
where they could accelerate and make 
it hook up and I had to get out of it 
(the throttle) a little bit. 

"We got new tires at Laguna (Seca), 
but the racetracks have a lot to do 
with it. I think Silverstone was easy 
on tires anyway, and so was Sweden. 
The tires worked good there. I had no 
problems, but I think we would have 
been okay anyway. But the new tires 
did help. 

"Now they go so many laps, three 
or four laps, and then they drop off 
and start to slide, but don't get any 
worse (after the initial drop in per- 
formance). Before they used to drop 
off and keep getting worse. Now it's 
real consistent. Even though they 
slide, you can still go forward. Before, 
if you slid, you went sideways and it 
wanted to high-side you. It's more 
tractable. I think we're right there 
with the Michelins now. 

"It was crazy when I crossed the 
finish line. People just went nuts. It 
was great. I can't explain it, the feel- 
ing. I'm telling you, it was unreal. 

“І called my dad on the phone and 
hecouldn't even talk. I just told him I 
won. He freaked out. With my mom 
it was the same thing. They didn't 
want to talk to me. They wanted to 
hang up and call everybody. 

“We got drunk after the race,” said 
Lawson, normally а teetotaler. “I flew 
back home early, got in a rental car 
and drove home. 

“The thing that stands out in my 
mind is to have the number one plate. 
That's the only thing that really 

. tome, that's what it was all about. 

"Even the words “World Cham- 
pion' mean a lot, but just having the 
number one, that’s all I was thinking 
about . . . that Га really like to have 
that number one on my bike. Because 
when I was a Novice I was the number 
one Novice, and we didn't use the 
number one plate. Then Junior, I 
didn't use it. AFM road racing and 

then] went on, got the Superbike 





Championship and the Lightweight 
(F-2) Championship and never used 
the number one. All those times we 
got number one and never got to use 
it. And that’s the only thing'that was 
standing out in my mind: getting to 
put that number one on the bike. 

"I hadn't even thought about the 
money part, and I don’t really now. 

“Next year I just want to go out 
and win some races. I don’t care what 
the standings are, where I am in the 
points . . . just go out and win. 

"I want to win the last race this 
year, 100.” 

But wasn't there a threatened rider 
boycott of the final race, scheduled 
for Mugello, Italy? 

"Yeah," Lawson said, “but we're 
going. We were talking about it (the 
boycott) because we just get no respect 
whatsoever. The riders have no say. 
They (the promoters) sell paddock 
passes, and you can't walk in the pits, 
you can't get water to your motor- 
homes, the toilets are always a mess— 
it's not so bad for me, I have my motor- 
home. But for all the other riders it's a 
hassle. The showers don't work, 
they're always cold, no pressure, no 
electricity or it's very weak—just all 
the facilities in the paddock. 

“At all the tracks. And Italy is the 
worst for selling paddock passes. You 
can't walk. You can't even start your 
bike because of all the people. They 
said they would do something and 
that's the wholereason we're going. I 
seriously doubt it. 

“I don't like Europe at all. I don't 
like the food; I'm finicky anyway and 
I don't like it — except Italian food. 
Language is always a problem. I 
don't really care for the way of life 
over there. 

"Everything's so old and behind 
the times. You can't make phone 
calls. You can't do a lot of things. 
Hereeverything works so well. What- 
ever you want you just run down to 
the store and get 1t. We're spoiled 
here. It's great. We're spoiled. 

"In Europe you have to wait at a 
border until they say you can go 
through. Then you have to change 
your money over. It's a whole differ- 
ent world every time you go into 
another little country. It's a com- 
pletely different world you have to 
adapt to, and I don't like it. 

“But I like the racing. The racing 
makes up for it. In Europe they are 
into it. You get 100,000 screaming 
people at the track. They get into it. 
They know who you are, they know 
everything about you. You get TV 
coverage, newspaper coverage. But to 
live, I like it here in California." 

Asked if former World Champion 
Freddie Spencer's missing two of the 
last three races marred his title, Law- 











son said, “Іп а way it does, but on the 
other hand you have to stay on two 
wheels. Okay, people said, ‘Well, you 
won that race because Freddie wasn’t 
there.’ But why wasn’t Freddie there? 
They forget about that part. 

“Maybe I wasn't the fastest guy on 
the racetrack, but I'm always there at 
the end and I know where my limits 
are. A lot of people don't realize that I 
had a lot of bad luck as well. We went 
to Germany and I was catching Fred- 
die and it would have been a very 
good race—and I got bumped off the 
racetrack passing a slower guy, and it 
was all over with. 

“We went to France and we were 
right up there with Freddie in (timed) 
practice, same lap times, and the bike 
wouldn't run in the race. — on the 
warm-up lap it went sour, and I had 
to race it out with Randy. And then 
we had tire problems in Yugoslavia. 

“T don't like to make excuses, and I 
didn't. A lot of times I just told the 
press, "Well, I got beat, what can I 
say?' Then they didn't like it. We had 
a lot of bad luck, but still finished. 

“Tf nothing else, if people don't 
think I was worthy of it, Yamaha def- 
initely is: They built a bike that I 
didn't have to worry about wheels 
exploding underneath me; spark plug 
caps stay on it. When I pull the front 
brake on, it stops. 

"So Yamaha definitely deserves it. 
In two years, two years, I never had 
one mechanical failure. Not one. 
Nothing fell off it. So Yamaha defi- 
nitely deserves that championship. 
Probably more than anything or 
anybody." 

Lawson won his championship 
with strategy, not blind charges for 
victory. Was it hard for him to sit 
back, for example, and finish thirdat 
Assen? 

"Yeah," Lawson said. “But it was 
worth it because it would have been 

- very, very easy for Raymond to take 
me out. 

“He was riding way, way over his 
head. He went by me on the inside a 
few times and overshot the corner 
and went across Randy's front wheel, 
and should have taken Randy out 
three or four times. Somehow he kept 
it upright. But I think if I had been 
right there with them then all three of 
us would have gone down, or (at 
least) a couple of us. I couldn't afford 
that. 


“This year I wanted to win the 
championship. Next year it will be 
different. Next year I'll bang handle- 
bars with "еш, I don’t care. I don't 
care what the situation is — it could 
be the same point spread or anything. 

“It’s just that a lot of people said а 
lot of things, and it hurt. There were 
a lot of times when they were going 














slow and I was being careful, and 
people think I just got out-ridden. I 
didn't like that. 

“Гуе done it before — riding for 
points — but not to that extent. Like 
with the Superbikes — you finish 
12th (at the last race) or whatever it 
takes. We had such a point lead we 
just couldn't let it slip away. 

“The problem is you go out there 
and you get third or second and 
nobody really likes it that much; but 
if you go out there and you fall down, 
then the first thing they're gonna say 
is “Why were you trying so hard? You 
didn't have to. All you needed was 
sécond or third or fourth. Why were 
you trying so hard?' So it was a no- 
win situation." 

Did Lawson turn to others for strat- 
egy advice, or make up his own 
mind? 

“It's just me. If it was left up to the 
crew they'd want you to try and win 
every race. Of course they don't want 
you to screw up but they like to win 
races. At Assen we were going into 
the race to win it. We had fast time, 
but when Spencer was out, that 
changed the whole thing. 

“Гуе never been World Champion 
before. I wanted it, and I figured that 
the best way to get it was to keep it 
upright." 

Lawson was right, and ће is World 
Champion. But his strategy was often 
misunderstood or taken as weakness. 

"T'vehada lot of problems with the 
press this year," Lawson said. “Тһеуа 
take what I said and twist it around, 
say I was a bad guy. The European 
press. I'm not really sure why. I'm 
not over friendly with them. I don't 
go out of my way to be super nice, I 
justanswer whatever they have to say 
— whatever questions they have I 
answer. 

“I guess they needed а bad guy, I 
don't know. I really don't know what 
the problem was. They'd print things 
that I didn't even say: I wouldn't even 
talk to them and they'd have a whole 
article on me. And I'd confront them 
about it, I'd ask them about it. A lot 
of riders wouldn't say anything. I 
did. I went over and said “Hey, what's 








this crap you printed about me?' And 
I'd bring the paper over and show 
'em and say ‘Did I say that?’ 

“They didn’t like that, because Га 
take the paper over to ‘ет. Then I 
decided I wouldn’t talk to the press. 
They didn’t like that. Then I decided 
to talk to them and they'd print what- 
ever they wanted anyway so it was 
— eventually I just ignored it. 

“The difference between Freddie 
and me is that he’s very friendly with 
the press, extremely friendly. He 
speaks very well, he dresses very well, 
he’s religious and people like that. 








He's a lot of things, has а lot of good 
points. He has a lot of things about 
him that people like. 

“І don’t speak so well. I don't dress 
very well, I'm not super friendly with 
"еп. I'm not rude, but I'm not super 
friendly. I’m not really religious. 

"So I don't have all those qualities 
and that makes a difference. 

"T think that eventually they're going 
to come around and I shouldn't have 
any problems with 'em. It just takes 
time."

petroleum-based engine oil holding 
up. We тап a box-stock GS1100 in a 
four-hour race once, never saw the oil 
temperature gauge budge from 320° 
F; we finished second. And when the 
engine came apart it was just fine; 
when the oil was analyzed, it was 
fine. 

The oil company researchers wer- 
еп г in the business of spreading BS 
or self-illusion. They-ran tests involv- 
ing other brands of SF-rated petro- 
leum and synthetic-based motorcycle 
oils; none turned into carbon gel at 
high sump temperatures. 

What this all means is this: if you 
run your street bike near the redline 
for any length of time, engine 
oil temperatures will probably ap- 
proach or exceed 300? F in the sump. 
If you run SF-rated oil intended for 
use in motorcycle engines, and if you 
change that oil at 1000 or 1500-mile 
intervals, you will not have oil-related 
problems with your motorcycle. 

So when you see 3009 Е creep up on 
the gauge, don't panic; and if you 
encounter magazine-type doomsayers, 
ask 'em when they were last involved 
in an oil R&D program. •

Belts, bags and bikes 


Strange new things are afoot in 
the world of government regu- 
lation of automobiling. And 
those things may.well bring on 


a revival of motorcycling’s most per- 
sistent legislative and philsophical 
problem, the helmet law. 

Midway through July, two things 
occurred which were coincidental but 
intertwined. First, on July 11, U.S. 
Transportation Secretary Elizabeth 
Dole announced the federal govern- 
ment's long-anticipated decision on 
crash-protection requirements for 
automobiles, a complicated batch of 
rules that may ог may not require an 
airbag in your 1990 car. Second; on 
the following day, New York Gover- 
nor Mario Cuomo signed the nation's 
first law mandating seatbelt use for a 
large portion of a state's population. 

For several reasons, these two ac- 
tions point toward a resurgence in 
state helmet-use legislation, but be- 
fore discussing helmet laws it will be 
enlightening to look at what Dole and 
Cuomo have done to alter driving. 

The federal Department of Trans- 
portation has for years been wres- 
tling with the issue of "automatic 
crash protection” — generally viewed 
as airbags or automatic seatbelts — as 
a means of reducing highway carn- 
age. After much proposing, un- 
proposing and litigating, Dole and 
the DOT came up with their unique 
solution. 

Beginning with the 1987 model 
year, 10% of the new cars sold in this 
country will have to be equipped to 
meet a 30-mph, head-on crash test — 
which means using automatic belts, 
airbags or "friendly" interiors. In the 
following years, the levels go up {0.25 











and 40%, finally reaching 100% with 
1990-model cars. 

Sound simple enough? Well, there’s 
a big catch. If by April Fool’s Day, 
1989, enough states adding up to 
two-thirds of the nation’s population 
enact mandatory seatbelt laws, the 
РОТ” automatic-protection rules 
will be rescinded. So it's safe to say 
that you may have an airbag in your 
1990 car, or you may have to buckle 
up because of state law, or neither. 

As the DOT staff was putting the 
finishing touches on that bureau- 
cratic masterpiece, New York law- 
makers were quickly moving their 
seatbelt bill through the legislature. 
After its introduction on May 8, it 
took Senate Bill 9250 only until June 
28 to reach the governor, a short time 
for such landmark legislation. 

After December 1, all front-seat car 
passengers on New York highways 
will be required to be belted in. After 
January 1, 1985, police can begin 
issuing $50 citations to the unre- 
strained. Exempted under the law are 
those in trucks, vans, buses and pre- 
1966 cars, as well as those with valid 
medical excuses. 

Though New York legislators 
weren't acting with DOT's new rules 
in mind when they passed the belt law, 
we can chalk up the Empire State and 
its 17.5 million people as first on the 
seatbelt scoreboard. If the country's 
most populous states fall in line, it 
will take 15 more states to reach the 
two-thirds seatbelt-law quota. 

That New York actually passed a 
seatbelt law and that the federal DOT 
tied its crash-hardware requirements 
to state belt laws are two unlikely 
occurrences. As recently as two years 
ago, the DOT was predicting that 
seatbelt laws were unfeasible. But the 
grassroots outrage over drunk driv- 
ing and the popularity of child- 
restraint laws has altered the public's 
perception of highway safety. 

What will this mean for helmet 
laws? It's safe to predict that as long 
as New York has a seatbelt law, it will 
also have a helmet law. The parity 
argument — the one that goes, “И 
drivers don't have to wear seatbelts, 
why do bikers have to wear helmets?” 
— is defunct now in New York. And 
parity will overshadow the freedom- 
of-choice argument as well. 

On a broader level, as state legisla- 
tures begin to seriously consider seat- 
belt legislation, I believe we'll also 
see them work on helmet-use bills or 
against helmet repealers. One federal 
official confidentially promised that 
once a state has its seatbelt law, the 
feds willalso encourage legislators to 
make sure the state's motorcyclists 
are helmeted as well. 

One group which aims to see that 
enough states do pass seatbelt laws is 
our domestic automobile industry. 
Most carmakers have said they'll push 
for belt laws rather than gear up to 
put airbags or other safety technol- 
ogy in their cars. Additionally, there 
have been belt bills introduced in 
many state legislatures in the past 
couple years, and the DOT action 
will give the legislation a real sense of 
legitimacy. 

Before long, car travelers may be as 
confused about the patchwork of state 
seatbelt laws as touring motorcyclists 
are about today's helmet laws. 

Motorcyclists: — and drivers — 
concerned about protecting their free- 
dom to choose are warned to be alert 
to the changing mood toward high- 
way safety. The push for belt laws 
will bring a renewed interest in mo- 
torcycle safety, which to most people 
means helmets. Just as motorcycling 
activists were able to begin to put the 
helmet-law debate behind them some- 
what and move on to more positive 
goals, here comes a new reason for 
the do-gooders to get back into motor-

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Saddleback re-opens, 
|. closes, may re-open

Saddleback Park has closed its gates again, 
an action disclosed to Cycle News by Cali- 
fornia Racing Club (CRC) president Jack 
Barbacovi. This comes just three weeks after 


the park’s re-opening on August 
3 and marks yet another stormy 
chapter in Saddleback’s history 
since Marvin Hendricks as- 
sumed its operation. 


When asked to confirm Barbacovi's 
statement, Hendricks acknowledged, 
adding, “the park is being closed this 
weekend to meet insurance require- 
ments, but we will re-open on Tues- 
day (August 28).” 

Hendricks would not make any 
further comment on the matter. 

Just before presstime, Cycle News 
learned that the actual reason for 
Saddleback's latest closure is due to 
insufficient liability insurance cov- 
erage. Mr. Jerry Collins, a spokes- 
man for the Irvine Company, stated 
that the exact amount of insurance at 
issue could not be disclosed. But Col- 
lins did issue the following statement 
on behalf of the company: 

“Тһе operator is required to have a 
certain amount of insurance cover- 
age. The insurance he now has is less 
than the required coverage, so we 
have given him — as provided by the 
lease — 30 days in which to obtain 
adequate insurance. We hope he's suc- 
cessful. We have suggested in the 
interim that he close the facility, but 
that's up to him." 

It has been learned by Cycle News, 
however, that the amount of liability 
insurance that Saddleback is being 
required to carry is for $5 million per 
accident, versus $5 million per year 
when it re-opened. 

Saddleback Park's closure on July 
20 was the first in its 16 year history. 
That closure was requested by the 
Irvine Company, the holding com- 
pany which owns the land Saddle- 
back sits on, after the park's liability 
insurance policy was cancelled. 

With the insurance cancellation 
and first park closure, some observers 
allege that Saddleback management 
and recent serious accidents caused 
the Irvine Company request. 

“We һауе liability insurance pol- 
icy for $5 million that we have to 
keep,” stated Hendricks. “Our policy 
came up for renewal, and with a few 
of these problems that we had out 
here, every time you have an accident 
your premium goes up. 

“They (the company which insured 
Saddleback at the time) wanted to 


increase our premium five times; 


Hendricks added. “We couldn't 
handle the increase, so we did not 
renew. We thought we could get the 
insurance renewed with somebody 
elseata lesser rate, (but) we found out 
that it took 30 days to do that. It took 
us 29 days to get a good insurance 
company to insure us, and the rate 
did go ир.” 

Hendricks did say at the time that 
he would make several safety-related 
park, policy and operational changes 
in the immediate future. 

The changes Hendricks cited in- 
cluded: 

—Establishment of separate tracks 
for Beginner/Novice and Expert ATV 
riders and operators, fenced off from 
the rest of the park.

transport their bikes and equipment 
to their respective tracks or riding 
areas. Riding on access roads in the 
park will no longer be permitted. If a 
rider on the International track wants 
to ride in the open trail area, explains 
Hendricks, they will have to re-load 
their equipment and transport it to 
the pits established for the trail area. 

—Pitting on Webco Hill, long a 
popular spot for riders who ride the 
International and “back” tracks, will 
not be allowed. Riders will have to 
pit in the International track pits, or 
the “back” track pits. 

—A volunteer patrol force will be es- 
tablished, consisting of “about 20 
volunteer fathers" who will patrol 
the park on weekends. 

—Riders who violate park rules 
"will be escorted off the park and 
banned for 30 days,” says Hendricks. 
“There will be no excuses.” 

— Hendricks stated that ‘‘promo- 
ters at Saddleback will be more closely 
supervised, starting immediately. 
And there will be stronger rules en- 
forcing parental supervision over 
their kids.” 

Another safety-related measure, says 
Hendricks, is that the International 
track will be watered in the future by 
a system of sprinklers fed from a hill- 
top reservoir system. 

While Hendricks denied that the 
changes in park policy and operation 
are related to past accidents, he did ad- 
mit that there had been “only one 
serious accident," referring to the 
death of 10-year-old John Shaver at 
the park in June, the results of a colli- 
sion with another rider. 

Hendricks stated that all promo- 
ters at Saddleback are “responsible 
for their own events and the control 
of the riders who enter them." In spe- 
cific, since the Shaver accident al- 
legedly occurred during the running 
of a National Motorsports Association 
minicycle race on the “back” track at 
Saddleback, Hendricks alleges that 
NMA officials were responsible for 
the accident. 

Inthe future, Hendricks announced 
that he would be promoting “‘seven 
major events’ ' at Saddleback, includ- 
ing three off-road: car/truck races, a 
major motocross, and a hillclimb for 
motorcycles and ATVs. 

Also disclosed by the Saddleback 
operator is the establishment of a 
new off-road “theme” park in the 
Temecula area. Hendricks stated that 
the park will cover 322 acres and will 
open in about six months. It will be 
setup for both night and day racing 
operations, he added. 

According to Irvine Company’s 
Collins, the current operator’s lease 
on Saddleback will expire in two- 
and-a-half years. ` 

In a related incident, Cycle News 
has discovered that a group of pro- 
moters are proceeding to negotiate a 
new operating lease with the Irvine 
Company. The plan is to apparently 
present a program that is acceptable 
to Irvine officials then have the group 
take over Saddleback as its new oper- 
ator. No confirmation of this story at 
presstime is available from those 
involved. кте 5

Ryan flyin' at
